Stars proper and peculiar Influences, which peaetrate the body of the 
Earth,and do not leſſe affet and diſpoſe it from the places beneath then ſuch 
45 are above it. And theictore Ec'ipſes of the Lumumnaries are not 
to be conſidereC, only, as to a Privation of their Light, in theſe 


Subiunaries, but as rthoze Eclipſes are never bur either in their 


Conjundt ions or Oppoſitions, whereby they emit their Influences” 
more powerfully, than in any other 4ſpe# whatioever. |

and that ſo long as the Eclipſe laſts. © But we are not deprived of the 
Suns Influence ; or at leaſt no longer than whileſt the $4 is un- 
der fhe Earth, which every night cauſeth a Total Solar Eclipſe, 
for many howes together. For, as the Influence of the Sun (whilſt 
a nder the Earih) penetrates the ſame (as is evident from the Fi- 
Sures of thoſe are borne by night) ſo-the fluence of the Sun 
above-the Earth, penetrates the denſe and opacous body off the 
«Moon Eclipſing him : which neither. the S»r's Light, nor Heat, 
eeuld penetrate, ſhe being as black as Inke it ſelf, whileſt un- 
der the Suns Diſcs, as (by an Optique Tube)may eaſily be obſerved. 

But Subterranean Solar Eclipſes (at leaſt wiſe ſuch as be Total) 
do more affe@ the upper Hemiſdhere of the Earth, than the Su- 
perte;ranean; and the Reaſan is,vecauſc the Influence of the Sun is 
not of infinite yertue': and therefore if it ſhould penetrate the

In'thoſeEclip/es therefore/at leaſt ſuch as be Total )we ſuffer by 
reaſon of the Imminete Influence of the Fun toward us ; which (he 
thought) might be the cauſe, why for zo. years together, jo much 
Var, and all manger of miſchiefsraged in this Hemrſphere of the 
Earth, which Exrope divideth.

#nd oviy ſo long as the Eclp/elalterhs - — - | But 
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'' But we are not more deprived of the Influence and Elemental 
Efficacres of the {von, than if there had been no Eclipſe at all; bee. 
cauſe that between Her and Us, thets is nothing interpos'd,. 
which might dull. or diminiſh her Elemental or Influential vertues., 

And this is true (at leaſt in reſpedt of Influence) as well of S$#b- 
ferranean as Superterranean Lunar Eclipſes, Whence it is, thar the 
Sublunarie nature is more afﬀfeRed by Solar Sclipſes than Lunar, by 
reaſon of the thereon immingte 1nflence of the Sun toward us 2 
and in all Ecl:p/es the Influx of the Moon, exceeds the Influx of the 
Sun, but moſt in Lynar Eclipſes. 

He condemnes the Anctents, who thought,'that in Eclip/es the 
Afﬀtion of the deficient Lymenarie cealed upon thele 7nferionrs : 
becauſe they ſuppoſed the £amixaries to Att by Light only ; and 
were therefore unhappily opinionated that ſome one of the Leſ- 
ſer Tlanets might execute the ollice of the Deficient Luminary. 

Again he ſaith, That the Earth and its Inhabitants are more ſtrongly 
d:ſpo;ed by the Eelipſes of the Luminaries, than by the othey ConjuntFions 
vr Oppoſitions of the Sun and AYſoon ; becauſe Virtus unita fortior eſt. 
But in Ecl:p/es rhe Raies of che Sun and Moor are united upon 
the ſame line (or very near it) which is drawn from them to the . 
Earth, And the Earth is found (in a Solar Eclipſe) within a Cone 
which drawn from both the Lyminaries as from its 2a/e,binds the 
Earth by irs ambite, But in a Lyner Eclipſe tis found within a 
Columne,the Extreames whereof are the D:/7: of the Sun and Moon. 
Beſides, in every. Ec:ip/e both"the Luminaries are under the Eclip- 
tick, where the Zodiaca' vertue molt flouriſheth. Whence it fol- 
loweth, That an Eclipſe, by how much greatef and of longer con- 
tinuance it 15,by ſo much greater are the Effects tt produceth, Re- 
cauſe that in great Ec/ip/es the Centra! Rayes of the $4% and Jfoon 
are more united in the ſame Line which paſſeth over the Earth, 
and reinaine longer united. | 

Then he coaJemns.Pio:omy and all other Afrologers, even till 
theſe p.eſent dayes,as much miſtaken aboutEcl!p/es,in theſe Two 
following things. | 

Firſt, in limiting the places of the. Earth to which the Efe&#s 

of every Ec'ip/e belong. For that they wonld have them appro- 

priated to thoſe Region; and Provintes which are under the $12 ne 
wherein the Ecipje falls, or others of the fame Trigon, according 
to that diſtribution of the Earih ; which Fre/omy harh allotted 
tothe 12 Signes of the Zodrack, But for as much as rhat Diltti-.

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larly Ative, according to the particular poſture ef the Felip/e, 
and of the whole Heavens in reſpect of het place ofthe Earth, 
wherein yet an Eclipſe is frequently not allowed to have any 
Effet, accord ng to the Ancients : becauſe the place is not under 
the S gne wherein theDefe@ happens,or any of that Trigon, which 
{laith he) is Hallucinatio intollerabiiis, &+ ab Aſtrelogicis principus 
alienifſima. 

And to ſuch as (by way of ObjeQion) do offer Prolomic's 
Dottrine viz, Tro lecis particus/arilus & wrbibus aduertere ad luca 
Luminarinum, & Cardines figure Caleſtti, ſub qua wrbes iſe condita 
ſunt, aur ad Medium Cali in Gemiturls Principur, qui ipfis urbibys 
4: minaniur. Ae ( hac familiaritater, ſeu convenientiam habeant cum 
locy Laminarinm & Cardinum in figura Deliqni, efettss ad 1þ/as wr- 
bes pertinere : He thus Anſwers ; 

That the Celeſtial Bodies have no Influence on things made by 
Art, at laaft per ſe, as he ſeems to have ptoved Lib.20./eft.q cap.3. 
and therefore oyerthrows the foundation of that Docrine of 
Cities, alchodgh it ſhould be deduced from their Radical Figures, 
whereaf notwithſtanding ſcarce any one remaineth.
